They signed a treaty of allfance 
and friendship , wlth “Moscow, |- 
containing a loan of US$300,' 000,- 
000 and o promise to return by 
1952 at the latest the Imperialis- 
tie rights which Soviet Russia 
exacted from China in 1945.

The much-advertised : Rus- 
sian spring “Peace Campaign 
‘has opened in typical fashion, 
with the shooting down of ari 
unarmed American: aircraft. 


It is.no doubt part of current 

Sovlet psychological warfare — to 
Inspire in Western peoples ‘as 
much fear of an actual -outbreak 
of. hostilities os possible, and for 
that reason the severe restraint 
displayed by: Mr.  Sccretary 
Acheson, “despite provocation in 
the opposite sense from the hy- 
sterical {rlnge of Congress, must 
be highly commended. 
_ Nevertheless, the implications 
of the Baltle incident are pretty 
disturbing. There is nothing 
surprising In a breach ‘of the 
Inws of humanity or international 
decency on the Sovict Union's 
part, But the pains taken by 
Communist propaganda to, ex- 
plain and to glorify such ao breach 
for Internal as well’ as foreign 
consumption would seem to in- 
dicate that.Russian public opinion 
is now, like the Russlan economy 
and military“ machine, to be 
placed by .{ts State controllers on 
a war footing. . 


No comfort 


There Is probably not much 
comfort to be derived from the 
confirmation which the, incident 
has provided of tho fallibility of 
the Russian. aircraft recognition 
service. ‘Some nervous people in 
thls country have, after the 
Swedish foshion, allowed them- 
selves to be so taken in by Mos- 
cow's propaganda as to echo its 
accusntions of .gratuitously pro- 
vocatlve American csplonage. 

It is true that the ° United 
States have never recognised the 
Russian conquest of Latvia, hun- 
dreds of thousands of whose 
luckless Inhabitants, among whom 
were so many innocent refugees 
from tyranny, and whose right to 


-natlonhood was at the. outsct pro- 


teeted by the United Kirigdom,

But there is no reason to sup- 
pose that the U.S. Navy had au- 
thorised any flight over the So- 
viet war base at Libau. The 
Sovict Note’ on the incident it~ 
self points to the Nkelihood of 
the Privateer hoving been shot 
down in mid-Baltic, since it men- 
{ions that the -“alrcraft turned 
towards the sea and disappeared,” 
thus covering Itscl€ against the 
possible discovery later of any 


-wreckage ‘or of any members of 


the crew, alive or dead. 

The incident ‘has, unfortunate- 
ly, tended to obscure the 
manocuvres of the Russian 
Northern Fleet, with which it was 
closely concerned, The end -of 
the European war and the capture 
of German techniclans and scien- 
tists, ‘along with surrendered 
material, has given the - Soviet

marine fleet capable to sweeping 
what is left of the British Navy 
trom the scas which once it 
dominated, and across which our 
supplies must continue to come if 
we are not to starve, 


No Man’s Land

The refugees—who comprised for 
the most part ‘the artistic circles 
of Moscow and Vladivostok — 
brought with them to the then 
great International port a full 
Opera’ company, a Ight Opera 
company, and a corpse de ballet 
reared jn ‘the great traditions of 
Pavlova, Danllova and. the Mos- 
cow Imperial Theatre. 


They’ made“ an immediate im- 
pression on Shanghal, which until 
then pursued few interests outside 
of making money. The Russians, 
with thelr emotional sensibilities, 
thelr Bohemlantsm, their gay, 
whimsical life despite enforced 
migration to a forelgn land, Hft- 
ed the city’s.cultural aspirations 
to a new level. Shanghai's debt 
to them has still to be repaid. 

Miss Mercoolova was born into 
thls atmosphere, and took to 
dancing from an carly age.

CENTENARY OF 


WORDSWORTH 
As everybody knows—and 
nobody believes—the English 
are a nation of poets, not 


politicians, This is in any case. 


pre-eminefitly a day to put 
politics aside, for it is St. 
George's Day, Shakespeare's 
Birthday, and the centenary 
of the death of one of Eng- 
land's most famous poets, Wil- 
liam Wordsworth. The cen- 
tenary will be honoured. at 
the village. of Grasmere in 
the lovely Lake ‘District of 
North Western England, 
where most of his life was 
spent, by a pilgrimage to 
places ever associated with 
his memory, when readings 


and talks on his works will be. 


held by leading personalities 
of the poetry and literature of 
today. In Grasmere Church, 
a special sermon will be 
preached by the Archbishop 
of York, followed by the lay- 
ing of a wreath on the poet's 
grave in the . surrounding 
churchyard. 

Hugh Walpole, in an article 
which the British Council has 
sent us for publication, ranks 
Wordsworth among’ the first 
four English poets whose 
works are still read dnd 
whose position has remained 
unshaken. He was not an 
attractive. figure, to many 
‘people who knew’ him, and he 
has remained unattractive for 
many who have lived after 
him. He was altogether self- 


——]-satishied-and—pompous-about 


the poetry that he wrote. Yet 
from a closer look another 
figure emerges—a man na- 
tural, simple, kind and stub- 
born, as any of the yeomen 
whose patriotism was equal- 
led only by their good sense. 

In any case, Wordsworth 
begins and ends the poetry -of 
the lakeland scene. It is 
Wordsworth who has con- 
jured'a very heaven out of 
the spirit of the beautiful
